The number of committees “shail, 
in the opinion of the Minister of 
Justice be adequate to deal prompt- 
ly with the cases arising in the dif- 
ferent parts, of Canada.” 


APPOINTED BY MINISTER 


The chairman of each committee 
will be appointed by the Justice 
Minister and must be “a person who 
holds or has held judicial office.” 

A person detained under the 
regulations must be informed of 
the general groynds on which he 
is detained and notice of his de- 
tention will be given, “where pos- 
sible and not contrary to the pub- 
lic interest, to his farhily or such 
person as he may request.” 

It is the minister's duty to see 
that the person detained is inform- 
ed of his right to an objection, 
which will be presented in written 
form to his custodian and must be 
forwarded to the minister { » trans- 
mission to the chairman of a com- 
mittee,

This speaks for it- 
self as to th: continuing growth of the 
city’s population and the sustained de- 
mand for more living quarters. 

Total permits issued during the six 
month period were 998, against 582 
last year. Of these 553 were for the 
enlargement and repair of existing 
buildings. That this proportion holds 
in regard to dwellings is not hinted by 
fasual observation. A good many new 
houses have gone up and are going up 
in Edmonton this year, far more than 
@uspected by those who have not taken 
the trouble to explore unfamiliar sec- 
tions of the city and note the new con- 
Struction going on in every residential 
district. 


There is no sign of approach to the 
‘“gaturation point,” nor even to a bal- 
ance between population growth and in- 
crease of housing. On the contrary, 
the city council is debating whether 
Edmonton should be put under the 
rent control regulations to prevent 
Scarcity of accommodation forcing 
rentals beyond reasonable levels.

It Will be dead in this continent too 
if “the r rule can be imposed 
here. Not only so, it will be under- 
mined, weakened and destroyed if the 
world outside this hemisphere should 
fall under totalitarian control.. The 
United States—or the Americas—can- 
not exist a “happy and fertile oasis” in 
a dictator-bossed world. Slave com- 
petition elsewhere would reduce the 
peopies of this hemisphere to a slave 
level of existence, even if they were 
allowed to escape subjugation. 

In thus calling upon the people of 
the United States to pledge “our work, 
our will, and if it be necessary our lives” 
for the preservation of freedom in other 
lands, the President called upon them 
to stand by the principle enunciated by 
the founders of their country one hun- 
dred and sixty-five years ago, and to 
defend the democratic way of life where 
in these changed conditions it must be 
defended if it is to survive anywhere. 

This is another clear-cut pronounce- 
ment of uncompromising resistance to 
the aggressors, by whatever means and 
in whatever theatres may be necessary. 


Herr Hitler is demanding that all 
the Axis countries send “token” con- 
tingents to the Russian front, as proof 
of their fidelity and hostages for their 
continuing adherence. When they ar- 
rive there the contingents will prob- 
ably find, like the Rumenian divisions, 
that they must fight with Nazi artillery 
planted behind them to mow down any 
who falter. 


There are 300,000 Polish soldier 
prisoners in Russia, They want to fight 
the Nazis, and Russia is reported will- 
ling to let them do so if means can be 
found to transport them to some other 
front where they would not have to 
fight under the auspices of the state 
which grabbed half their country. 
Being Poles, they will find a way to get 
to Britain or to Egypt #f the Russians 
give them a chance.

Daylight Time In B.C. Today 


Clock Change Causes Confusion * 


In Sister Province

This is the day when the clocks in our 
sister province of British Columbia are 
set back an hour to introduce province- 
wide “daylight saving.” “Daylight sav- 
ers” who for the most part are amateur 
gardeners, tennis players and lawn bowl- 
ers, are delighted with the order. 

Previously the B.C. government turned 
a deaf ear to them. Matter of fact folk 
pointed out that they should go to bed an 
hour earlier and rise an hour earlier— 
though this doesn’t quite meet the man 
who works on standard time in office, shop 
or factory. Ruralites objected to any 
monkeying with the clock. Cows wouldn't 
rise and eat an hour earlier, Dew on the 
fields ignored the government order. But 
now that shipbuilders and munition 
workers declare that another hour of 
daylight will help them produce more and 
better products, the provincial government 
hastened to help. It can't set daylight sav- 
ing time in the cities and standard time 
for the country, Any order it makes must 
apply to the whole province. So today, all 
the clocks are to be set forward an hour, 

“Daylight saving" entails much trouble. 
Radio programs, ship and rail schedules 
have to be changed, Milk drivers in Van- 
couver City who start deliveries at 2 a.m. 
in the summer months under a city bylaw, 
protested that they'd have to start work 
at 1 a.m. standard time, Dairies said they 
couldn't be sure of milk supplies from the 
country at that hour. That was easily 
adjusted. The bylaw was altered to 3 a.m. 
standard time. Seems like a lot of jug- 
glery to chaps like myself whe naturally 
rise early and instal daylight saving sys- 
tems of their own by breakfasting at 6 and 
lunching at 11:30, but in war time you 
can’t ignore the argurnents of ahipbuilders 
and such like. 

Market For “Fags” 

One of the most pitiful memories of 
British cities is of the human derelicts 
who make a dive in the gutters for cigar- 
ette stubs. Cigarette smokers are not al! 
like my friend Nick Potis who smokes 
packs and packs each day but says the 
wholesale use of these coffin nails don't 
hurt him because his father, who is a 
medica] doctor in Greece; brought him up 
to throw away the stubs before he gets 
down to the half way mark. Each time 
I dine with him or go walking or driving, 
and see the constant discharge of less- 
than-half smoked cigarettes, think of 
what a find he would be to some of the 
woeful deadbeats I have seen dashir.g into 
Fngiish gutters after cigar and cigarette 
stubs.

than the face of the clock, has opened up 
a sale for cigarette stubs in the market- 
places of many French cities. There used 
to be a market for them in the Place 
Maubert in Paris, but since war came and 
tobacco became scarce in France the in- 
dustry had spread. : 

A Lyons paper to hand carries an 
advertisement from the Little Sisters of 
the Poor, asking smokers to “save your 
cigarette stubs.” The Sisters sort and clean 
the tobacco from the stubs and roll them 
into cigarettes for distribution among the 
poor, : 

The cigarette, which in the mouth of 
the very young has been called “a little 
bit of tobacco, rolled in a little bit. of 
paper, with a little light at one end and 
a little fool at the other,” is the soldier's 
solace and the poor man’s anodyne. I'm 
almost getting reconciled to the sight I 
Saw @ year or two ago of a young woman 
leaving for a maternity hospital with a 
“fag” hanging from her mouth. 


Comes Back For More 


There may be some deeper significance 
than appeafs on the surface in the warn- 
ing of Mussolini's mouthpiece, Virginia 
Gayda, that the Italian people must be pre- 
pared to find fierce resistance in Russia 
and hard going*for the Nazi armies. 

Assured by the German propaganda 
broadcasts that the Nazis were scoring 
amazing success in Russia and had the Red 
armies on the run everywhere, Signor 
Mussplini announced that: he would send 
an Italian division to help the Nazis, 

This is just another illustration of the 
truth that people never learn by experi- 
ence.

It looked as if the fighting was all 
oyer, France was prostrate. He wanted to 
be in for the “kill.” Since then he has lost 
Ethiopia, Eritrea and Somaliland. Most 
of his fleet is sunk; most of his air force 
destroyed and 200,000 of his men are 
prisoners, 

In June 1941, assured by Germany ghat 
the Russians are beaten he rushes in again 
for the “kill.” What will happen remains 
to be seen. Gayda scems to be preparing 
the Italian people for a shock when Mus- 
solini’s division meets the Soviet troops,

You see, one great trouble with modern 
civilization ig that it makes so many 
people articulate who haven't anything to 


say. 
Dum-Dum Bullets 


The Russians announced this week that 
German fighter pilots were using dum- 
dum bullets, or bullets which, being filed 
or split on the point, expand and do 
horrible damage when they strike. 

When this discovery was made in the 
last war, a cry of horror and disgust went 
up from the whole world. Press und 
pets raved vehemently about the beast- 
ineas of these Huns who would violate all 
international conventions in this cruel, and 
inhuman manner. 

For dum-dum bullets are forbidden by 
those international rules of warfare to 
which Germany has solemnly set her 
name. 

A dum-dum bullet does peculiarly bad 
damage to its target. One of these illicit 
missiles might enter the chest of a man in 
a neat hole and completely tear his back 
out. It explodes and flies to bits when it 
makes contact with human flesh or any 
other target. 

Now the interesting thing about this 
report made by the Russians, that the 
Nazis were using these condemned 
weapons, was that it failed to cause very 
much stir. 

People who had been horrified by the 
same report in 1915 took the story in 1941 
without, as the saying goes, turning a hair. 

This amazing change in attitude since 
1915 is highly significant, 

f course, one cannot expect people 
who have seen women and children and 
old men blown into bloody fragments with 
Hitler's bombs get very excited about a 
single bullet that tears a soldier to pieces. 

But the fact of this transformation in 
our outlook js something that merits our 
careful consideration, 


Brutalized 


_ To put it bluntly, we have been brutal 
ized, We have witnessed or heard of so 
much plain hellishness since the begin- 
ning of this war that we are coming to 
accept unmitigated hellishness as part of 
our daily existence, Bestiality has ome 
commonplace, 

Now this is having a very bad effect 
On us, In time, we are bound to get 
calluses on our hearts, The feudal baron 
who used to roast his rival over a red- 
hot grill or tighten a cord around his head 
until it bit inte his brain was no better 
and no worse inside than us. The differ- 
ence was that he had hardened himself to 
such brutalities until they didn't mean 
anything to him, 

In time, the worst of these things won't 
mean much to us. We are approaching 
that point right now. 

For example, millions of people 
throughout the Tenpise have discarded the 
notion that war should be fought along 
certain ethical lines. They had felt, in the 
past, that there should be certain reservae 
tions, certain things that even the most 
desperately harassed soldier should not do. 
He shouldn't attack civilians, for instance. 
He should succour a wounded enemy. His 
intent should be to disable and put out of 
action rather than to kill, 

The British purpose of waging war has 
always been {o restrict and not to extin- 
‘guish, We always went after the enemy 
with the same end in view ag the Ppolice- 
man who goes after a criminal. We desired 
to put him in jail and not to put him te 
Seah. . 

n short, we fought @ sporting war. We 
were under the same inhibitions in ware 
fare as we were under in hunting. Even 
to save our lives, we wouldn't blaze away 
at a sitting pheasant. ' 

Ten years ag°, we wouldn't have 
thought of such a thing, much less say it. 

But such is the change effected A us 
by Hun bestiality that to millions of people 
all this sporting business seems to be @ 
trifle silly, 

It seems to be rather a foolish come 
promine with our feelings, a hypocritical 

ind of thing wherein we show two faces 
to the enemy-—the face of ruthlessness and 
the face of compassion, 
We have doubtless lost a great deal 
Spiritually in this chenge in our attitude.

Regardless of the y, that our 
Public Health Department, the large 
insurance companies and others 
have engaged in a great campaign 
to educate the American public re- 
garding tuberculosis and the im- 
portance of its early recognition, we 
still find this: disease to be quite 
prevalent, In fact tuberculosis is 
still the greatest single cause of 
death between the ages of 20 and 40, 
regardiess of our widespread at- 
tempts to prevent it. Recent figures 
show that there are over three- 
quarters of a million known tuber- 
culers in the United States, and to 
hazard a guess at the number of 
cases not known, would be a fallacy. 
However, military examining 
boards have found one case in every 
hundred of the embryo soldiers who 
were X-rayed, and this figure cer- 
tainly is food for thought. 

Tuberculosis is an insidious dis- 
ease and apart from a few *minor 
symptoms, it may not be suspected 
until it is well rooted. The famous 
physician, Sir William Osler, once 
stated that in order for the disease 
to take root the soil must be fertile 
or suitable, In other words, the 
body tissues must be of sufficiently 
lowered resistance to permit the 
germ of t.b. to invade, thrive and 
flourish, Perhaps the greatest 
single cause of this disease, is bad 
living habits, such as incorrect food, 
lack of fresh air and exercise and 
general neglect of body -hygiene. 
That is why so many cases come 
from districts where there is 
poor sanitation, where the food is 
poor and lacking in nourishment, 
and where there is overcrowding, as 
in tenements. Of course cases do 
occur where the environment seems 
tu be perfect, but it is acknowledged 
that bad housing and the other con- 
ditions 1 have mentioned play a 
gveat part in contributing to the 
lack of resistance in those who be- 
come infected, Great advances have 
been made in clearing these condi- 
tions and as time goes on our statis- 
tics will undoubetdly show a dim- 
inution in the number of cases. 
Some of the early signs of tubercu- 
losis include: Early morning cough, 
spitting of blood, afternoon fever, 
loss of weight, night sweats, and 
general debility. One, all or none 
of these symptoms may exist and the 
patient may still be tubercular, The 
best plan is to have a thorough 
physical examination at regular in- 
tervals, so that the disease may be 
detected early, when the possibili- 
ty of arresting the disease is favor- 
able. Readers who are interested 
should send for Dr. Frank McCoy's 
four articles on the causes, start, 
diet and exercises for the tubercu- 
ler.

It can only be deplored. It will 
eventually work us a good deal of 
harm. 

But what will it do to the Nazis? 

Hitherto the Germans have 
fought people who declined to use 
their own bloody and merciless 
tactics. ‘They have enjoyed an ad- 
vantage in this respect. They could 
do ruthless, horrible things without 


retaliation. 

This period of immunity, I fear, 
is drawing to a close. If the Ger- 
mans make us brutal and pitiless, 
jas they will eventually do, their 
bestiality will recoil upon their own 
heads. 

When that time comes, as it is 
surely coming. God help us, But 
also, God help the Germans! 


Some observers, this week, pro- 
fessed to see a profound psycho- 
logical purpose in Hitler's invasion 
of Russia. 

There is no doubt, now, that 
Hitler threw out strong feelers to 
discover if Britain would not join 
him in an assault on the so-called 
Bolshevist menace. 

When these cautious overtures 
were rejected or ignored, he re- 
solved to go ahead with the in- 
vasion anyway, not only to secure 
his military economy, but on the 
chance of disrupting political opin- 
jon among his opponents and of 
consolidating political and religious 
prejudices among those whom he 
wished to make his friends. 

To a point, he has been success- 
ful in this, 

There is no doubt a great con- 
flict of opinion in the United States 
about the propriety of lending aid 
to Soviet Russia. 

Certainly, there is something of 
this conflict, in a reticent under- 
current, in Britain, 

e e e 

We even have it right here in 
this community. I received several 
severe telephonic strictures, after 
my broadcast last Saturday night. 
over what some hearers were 
pleased to interpret as a pro-Stalin 
stand, 

It seems to be clear that Hitler 
hoped to appear as the champion of 
certain disaffected Russians— 
Ukrainian and Caucasian nation- 
alists and army officers who hate 
Btalin—and to set himself up as 
the liberator of oppressed minor- 
ities and the defender of Europe 
against Asiatic Bolshevism, 

In short, he wished to regain the 
position he held when the ultra- 
respectable world was loaning him 
money to build up an army osten- 
sibly to hold back the threatening 
Communigtic hordes. 

This effort may have some slight 
effect in Roman Catholic Portugal 
and Spain—although the German 
bedevilment of the Poles will take 
some explaining. 

The intended effect on the 
Ukrainians will probably misfire 
because it happens to be @ Ukrain- 
ian who oceupies the chief post in 
the Soviet army.

Canadian Vessel 
Captures Crewmen 
Of German Ship 


LIMA, Peru, July 7.--(AP)—The 
crew of the German merchant ship 
Hermonthis is interned in Canada 
and the vessel apparently was 
scuttled by its crew or sunk by a 
Canadian auxiliary cruiser, the Ger- 
man colony learned Sunday from 
posteards sent by the prisoners from 
their camp.

I think that Hitler had all these 
things in mind when he tackled 
Russia. He wanted to disrupt

But this was not his entire pur- 
pose. He had a clearcut economic 
plan. 

We should not permit ourselves 
to rejoice too heartily over the 
valiant resistance of the Russians 
and interpret that resistance as a 
defeat for Hitler. 

The latter, of course. may try for 
an all-out victory over Russia and 
may pursue Stalin's elusive armies 
all over that tremendous country 
and eventually suffer disaster, as 
Bonaparte did, or bog down 
miserably, as the Japanese have 
done in China, 

But, if Hitler went into Russia 
for no other purpose than to secure 
food supplies and oil, he will not 
need to conquer all Russia to gain 
his ends, 


What he wants lies almost ex- 
clusively in the Ukraine and in the 
Caucasus, Possession of these areas 
will give him fuel to press the cam- 
paign against Britain with renewed 
fury in the Mediterranean and the 
North Atlantic, The Ukraine can 
supply him with grain to feed Spain 


60 that Franco may be thus bribed 
to permit Hitler to move through 
the T[berian peninsula against 
Gibraltar, 


Whatever happens in Russia, we 
must guard against quarrelling over 
the meaning and sense of it, It 
would be fatal to allow Hitler to 
divide our public opinion at the 
very time when that public opinion 
should be most soundly consoli- 
dated. 

I am particularly sensitive to this 
|danger because | myself have been 
the target for some of this high 
feeling engendered by the new 
situation, 

As I believe I said before, | was 
scolded vigorously after last Sat- 
urday'’s broadcast. Some patriots 
telephoned to say that I had abused 
Btalin, Others insisted I had been

TTAWA, July 7-—~ (CP) — The 
Nazis fancy themselves in the 
role of “grand couturier” but their 
efforts so far to transfer the French 
fashion industry to Germany or 
adopt it to Nazi ideas or needs have 
been unsuccessful. Clarissa Wol- 
cott, fashion expert, made this clear 
in an article in The Living Age. 
Miss Wolcott told how Paris as the 
world’s former fashion centre is 
faring one year after German oc- 
cupation and said: “There is little 
likelihood 
whatever the difficulties sre to- 
day, will sppear in a Mother Hub- 
bard embroidered with swastikas.” 
The Nazi orders were that French 
fashions “must not express the fri- 
volous, but must reflect the ideals 
of domestic love, maternity, the 
kitehen ‘and purification,” but the 
French have their own way of do- 
ing things.
